Colored People Barred, and tbe Definite A*. 


t:cle Not In the Name. 


A cttrions circnmetance in connection 


with the recent granting of a postoffice 
to White City, in Brevard county, Fla., 
was the retusal of the government offi- 
cials m Washington to call it "The White 
City"—the name given to the settlement 
by the colonists themselves, now num- 
bering about 700. Such a thing had 
never been afeked before, BO the records 
showed, and Postmaster General Bissell, 
who was personally appealed to in this 
case, declined to establish a precedent 
by granting an official use of the definite 
article in the names of postoffices. 


This name—The White City—had bepn 


selected for two reasons: First, in com- 
raemorutini of the World's fair, where 
Mr. Loins Pio, the promoter, did his best 
woik in i.asing bis colony, and, second, 
bee. UK- the population of the town it 
composed wholly of white people. The 
company ^ dl not sell any land to ne-. 
EICCS ror are white purchasers permitted 
to do to hereafter, and no negroes are 
employed in or about the city 


All labor of every description is done 


by the colonists themselves, and it is 
their b^-st that they will build up a 
gieat i. ; vitKut the employment or 
t' c ..id ot ' e^rro. At the start hun- 
dreds ct i ^ictft, <->-ckarycd by the rail- 
road contractors aiter the completion of 
the E.ist Coast line applied for work, but 
they were told that they were not wanted. 
Now the blacks steer clear of the place, 
and the colonists are very much gratified 
at this. Tho experiment of establishing 
a strictly white community in one of the 
states of the south will bo watched with 
deep interest all over the country.—New 
York Tribune. 


Tlie American Disease—Paralysis. 


Frank Ilatton, the well known journal- 


itt, ia the List to fall a victim to what is 
coming to bo considered an American dis- 
ease—paralysis—caused generally by an 
excess of mental application. So frequent 
helve becoir.o these cases of the prostra- 
tion oi men engaged in business or other 
enterprises requiring the active use of 
the biam thiough long hours and con- 
tinuously that extinction by paralysis, 
sometimes accompanied by softening of 
' the brain, ia beginning to be considered 
a "n itural dfath" for ceitam classes of 
wo-imig Americans. The end 13 fre- 
quently predicted for such some time in 
advance of its arrival. Each case where 
the sufferer is a prominent person, 
known to a wide circle or to the coun- 
trv, n made the occasion of a warning 
on the part of tho press against the 
American pasrion for overwork and the 
neel of more leisuie and relaxation in 
American hie, but so far no visible re- 
sult b^s come from these warnings, fre- 
quent^ untten by men who themselves 
du>it-gAid thorn. Nations, like individ- 
ual-., have their sins and consequent 
forms of punishment. The American 
vice is a pi odigahty in work, and the 
penalty is paralysis,— Kansas City Star.

THJC MINKKS' STRIKE. 


About 200,000 miners are striking 


against a redaction of wages in the 
coal producing regions of the United 
States, 
According to the census of 


1890 those miners averaged about $6 50 
per week when performing six days' 
labor. An attempt was made by mine 
owners, in consequence of the doll 
times, to reduce the scale of wages 
from 20 to 30 per cent. The miners re- 
fused to accede to the proposed re- 
daction and a strike was the result. 
This strike extends to all the coal min- 
ing regions east of the Rocky Mount- 
ains. All attempts to adjust the differ- 
ences between employers aud employes 
bave failed and riots are the order of 
the day. 


In Colorado, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, 


Ohio, West Virginia and Pennsylvania 
the civil authorities have been unable 
to protect life and property and the 
militia have been ordered oat to keep 
peace. Lives, have been lost ua con< 
flicte between the strikers and deputies 
in nearly all the 'z M'OH mentioned. The 
strikers have beeu ua disorderly in 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio nnd Pennsyl- 
vania as they have beeu in Colorado, 
and the authorities have been no more 
successful in preventing or quelling 
disturbances than they have been in 
Colorado. The newspapers of goldbug 
proclivities on this Coast, however, lay 
great stress on the Colorado troubles 
and endeavor to make it appear that 
Governor Waito of that State is respon- 
sible for them. This, of course, is to 
prejudice the minds of their readers 
against the Populists. Governor Waite 
attempted to effect a compromise with 
the striking miners in his State. He 
considers 
arbitration 
better than 


bullets in settling the disputed points 
between the owners of the mines and 
thosewho work in the mines,and because 
he does so is roundly denounced as a 
crank by almost every goldbug paper 
iu the country. Though the strikers 
have behaved no worse in Colorado 
than in Indiana and Ohio, Governor 
Waite is censured while tue Governors 
of the other States are seldom alluded 
to in connection with the riots. In 
Ohio 
railroad 
bridges 
have been 


burned and trains cut into sections to 
obstruct railroad travel, although there 
are two or three i egiments of militia 
under arms by order of the Governor. 
There have been conflicts between the 
authorities and the strikers in a half 
dozen States, yet none of the Gov- 
ernors are held responsible 
except 


Waite of Colorado. 


Scarcely a year passes in which there 


is not serious trouble between em- 
ployers and employes in Pennsylvania. 
In 1877 more property was destroyed 
by strikers in the vicinity of Pittsburg 
than in all the present troubles, and 
United States troops were ordered out 
to <v-. •!! the disturbances. Less than 
thi j ytv.ra since there was great loss 
of life at the Carnegie works because 
of strikes, but the Governor was not 
held responsible, presumably because 
he was not a, Populist. 


That the present general strike is 


attributable to the demonetization of 
silver and the contraction of the circu- 
lating medium there is no reasonable 
doubt, but as Republicans and Demo- 
crats are responsible for that the gold- 
bug press is silent as to the real cause 
and make Governor Waite the scape- 
goat for all the evils of Wall street 
legislation.

THK STATE BANK TAX. 


The defeat of the bill to repeal the 10 


per cent on State batik currency, dis- 
poses of another plank of the Chicago 
platform. 
On the roll call on Cox's 


amendment to the Brawley bill 88 Re- 
publicans, 75 Democrats and 9 Popu- 
lists voted nay, and 120 Democrats 
voted yes. A viva voce vote was then 
taken on the Brawley bill and it was 
defeated. 


The Chicago platform recommended 


the repeal of the State bank tax, yet 
the bill to repeal that tax was defeated 
by men elected on that platform. The 
proposition did not meet vvitb general 
favor from the public, notwithstanding 
the scarcity of money. The people do 
not want State bank currency. They 
believe the Government should issue 
money in sufficient volume to meet the 
requirement of the country. There is 
no discount on such money. It passes 
current in all parts of the country, and 
there is no danger of its being valueless 
so long as the Government survives. 


The defeat of the State Bank Tax 


bill will give an impetus to the free 
coinage movement. The business in- 
terests of the country require an ex- 
pansion of the currency. This cannot 
be accomplished through State banks 
so long as notes issued by such banks 
are taxed ten per cent. The first indis- 
pensable step in the great work of 
monetary reform is the free coinage of 
silver at the historical American ratio 
of 16 to 1. This every farmer, miner, 
business and workingman in the coun- 
try should contend for until the gold- 
bugs are compelled to yield to the 
popular will.

CRIPPLE CREEK TROUBLES. 


An Attempt Made to Wreck a Train 


Near Albany. 


THE CRIPPLE CREEK 
STRIKE. 


The Militia Hold tbe Key to the Situa- 


tion. 


CRIPPLE CEEEK, Jane 8.—The situa- 


tion became warlike at 10 o'clock, when 
the entire force of deputies started for 
Bull Hill with gatling guns. General 
Brooks ordered the deputies to halt 
and return with their gatling guns, but 
tbe order was ignored. An order was 
at once given the militia men to fall in 
between the opposing forces and pre- 
vent a meeting if possible. 


At 11 A. M. 200 deputies, headed by 


General Adams, are near the dynamite 
plant on Carbonate Hill placed by the 
miners. 


At 12:15 p. M. a telephone message 


from Secretary George McMillan of 
the Miners' Union states that no resist- 
ance will be offered to the advance of 
tbe deputies on Bull Hill. A majority 
of miners for whom warrants have been 
issued have already scattered over the 
hills. 


Johnson, the leader, is believed to be 


a fugitive. The miners who remain 
will go to work tinder the protection of 
the deputies, who will take possession 
of all the mines. 


C. W. Wright and W. A. McClelland 


of Colorado Springs were accidentally 
shot to-day by a deputy who handled 
his gun carelessly.. Wright was seri- 
ously wounded in the groin and is not 
expected to recover. McClelland was 
wounded in the knee. 


General Brooks, at the head of the 


State troops, intercepted the deputies 
and ordered Sheriff Bowers to send 
them back to camp. After some par- 
leying, 
Bowers complied, and the 


militia now hold the key to the situa- 
tion. The militia will take possession 
of the mines as soon as an order is re- 
ceived from Governor Waite and a 
greater part of the deputies will be 
sent home, probably to-morrow. The 
miners' leaders are Seeing in all direc- 
tion a. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


The Claim Against the Stanford Estate. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Hoar's resolu- 


tion to set at rest the claim of tbe Gov- 
ernment against the estate of the late 
Leland Stanford was laid before the 
Senate at the opening session to-day. 
Teller suggested that the resolution be 
modified to confine the inquiry simply 
to the advisability of releasing the Stan- 
ford estate, without touching the valid- 
ity of the claim, in order not to affect 
other claims which the Government 
might have. Hoar agreed to modify 
the resolution in accordance with the 
suggestions. 


Teller recounted a conversation he 


had had with Stanford shortly before 
his death, in which he expressed his in- 
tention to transfer as rapidly as pos-1 
sible the title to that portion of his 
estate which he intended to dedicate 
to the Leland Stanford, Jr., University. 


White of California said the suit 


brought by the United States against 
the estate of the late Senator was in- j 
stituted to prevent the distribution of 
the estate before the debt owing to the 
Government from the Central Pacific, j 
of which Stanford was a stockholder, 
fell due. There had been no derelic- 
tion on the part of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, as suit could not have been in- 
stituted before Stanford's death under 
which the corporation was organized.

THE 
OKEGOJS JiLiKCTION. 


The returns from the Oregon elec- 


tion indicate a Eepublican plurality of 
15,000 or more in a total vote of 80,000 
Two years ago the Republicans polled 
34,458 for their candidates for Congress 
and the Populist candidates at the 
same time received 13,458 votes. There 
were no State officers elected in June 
1892, consequently there are no data on 
which to base comparisons. 


In Multnomuh county, the mosl 


populous in the State, it is impossible 
to get complete returns, but the belief 
is that the Republicans elected the en- 
tire county ticket except Sheriff. In 
Portland the Republicans elected the 
Mayor by about 700 majority, and the 
whole city ticket except two Council- 
men. 


The returns from counties remote 


from the Capital come in slowly in 
consequence of floods and washouts 
and it will be some days before the ex- 
act figures are known. Enough has been 
ascertained however, to prove that Re- 
publicans and Democrats in many 
parts of the State voted the same 
ticket. 
This is in accordance with the 


opinions expressed by the advocates oi 
silver remonetization that there is no 
difference between the old parties ex- 
cept in name and ten or twelve per 
cent in tariff schedules.

Km of Science Puzzled try the Deposit en 


the Shore of the North Pacific. 


The beeswax found in large quanti- 


ties on Nehalem beach has from time 
to time for years past attracted the at- 
tention of the curious and enlisted the 
Inquiry of scientists. The generally ac- 
cepted theory that in some prehistoric 
era a vessel, wax laden, vrent ashore at 
that place is frequently disturbed by 
gome less probable surmise for a time, 
s.nd after exciting some speculation and 
comment drops out of sight The latest 
of theso comes from Mr. Odium, who. 
In connection •with the department of 
archseology of a British Columbia col- 
lege, is collecting data from which he 
proposes to show that the Indiana of the 
Pacific coast are descendants of certain 
Asiatic races. He desires to know 
whether the wax found at Nehalem i» 
actual beeswax or mineral wax, hoping 
to forgo a missing link in his chain of 
evidence by means of information upon 
that poii:'. 
It has beou shown by careful scientific 


analysis that the wax is of mineral ori- 
gin, but it may be said in this connec- 
tion that the substance is to all appear- 
ance genuine beeswax; that this appear- 
ance is corroborated by tho faint, sub- 
tle odor of beeswax, which lingers 
around the storm beleaguered specimens 
that have been from time to time 
brought up from the beach, and that no 
one from tasting it could tell that the 
piece sampled was not identical with 
that surreptitiously bitten from the yel- 
low, thread marked ball which was a 
part of the furnishing of his mother's 
workbaaket in his boyhood. More than 
this, the wing of a bee has been found 
imbedded in the wax, furnishing irre- 
futable evidence of the true nature of the 
substance. 


The Pacific coast Indians may be de- 


scendants of an ancient Asiatic race, 
but it is not likely that any more con- 
clusive proof of this will ever be devel- 
oped by the most painstaking research 
than that which this little brown bee's 
wing furnishes of the fact that the Ne- 
balem beeswax is beeswax. How it came 
there will probably never be known def- 
initely until the secrets of the •unremem- 
bered ages are rescued from the tomb 
of time and incorporated in the written 
history of the days that were, but now 
are not 
Practical people are not look 


ing for an occurrence of this kind; hence 
they are prepared to accept the evidence 
of their sensea in regard to the nature 
of this mysterious deposit in the sands 
of the seashore and to abandon attempts 
that are more than likely to prove fu- 
tile to discover how and when the bees- 
wax, fantastically molded and curious- 
ly stamped, voyaged thither and was 
thrown upon the beach.—Portland Ore 
gonian.

NO. 40. 


In 
Relation to 


Houses of Ill-Fame. 


THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSION- 
ers of Wushoe County, State of Nevada 
do ordain as follow s: 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
owner, or aeent or »ny owner, or any other 
person, to louu or rent to anj m-rson what- 
ever any room or house to be kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house of ill-fame or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within the corporation limits of 
the town of Keno, Nevada, except in that 
portion of said town east and south of the 
lire limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and the lands south of First Street, north of 
the Iruckee river, and east of the lire limits 
as now established. 


SEC 2. Any person violating Section one 
or tnis ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
nuisance and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined in any hum not greater than live 
hundred dollars or bo imprisoned in the 
county jail of Washoe count} for not exceed- 
ing MX months, or by both such fine and im- 
priKotiinent,
